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Active In Yesterday’s Stock M arket 


Selling Movement Urgent at 


Clcsc. 


New York, Aug. 22.— Active speeu* 
Iative liquidation became manifest in 
yesterday's stock m arket and at the 
e’osc the selling movement was ur­ 
gent and somewhat precipitated. 
Dur­ 
ing the earlier part of the day some 
stand was made against the tendency 
to depression, and a few stocks wcm 
pushed up at different, times as sus­ 
taining influence on the market, but 
1 at selling to realize elsewhere in the 
market was steadily going on all the 
time. 
W ith the 
exception of Texas 
and Pacific and Ontario and Western 
the other demonstrations of strength 
worn in minor railroad and industrial 
clocks. 
The acute weakness of Colo­ 
rado Fuel, which carried it down in 
the date dealings 8 points, was also 
in unsettling influence upon the* whole 
market.
